American Airmen, After Conquering 


Atlantic, Bring Their Monoplane 
"Cape Cod" Down at Turkish City's 
Airport 49 Hours After Taking Off 
from New York—Grin Broadly While 
Great Crowd Cheers. 
ISTANBUL, Turkey, July 30— (AP)— Claiming a new 


world's non-stop distance record, Russell Boardman and John 
' Polando brought their trans-Atlantic monoplane "Cape Cod" 
down at the airport here at 1:20 p. m. (5:20 a. m., c. s. t.) 
today. 


In the 49 hours and 20 minutes 


they took off from Floyd 
since 
Bennett field, New York, on Tues- 
day morning they had been sighted 
only once, and that was over New- 
foundland just before they headed 
across the Atlantic 
Grinning broadly and shaking 
their own hands above their heads, 
they climbed out of their sturdy 
plane while a great crowd, among 
them most of the members of the 
American colony, cheered 
Ambassador Joseph C Grew gave 
them a hand out of the cockpit 
and introduced them to ths gover- 
nor of Istanbul. A .quad of Turkish 
police presented arms during the 
brief ceiemony. 


"We are very happy at having 


accomplished our purpose of beat- 
ing the world's non-stop record." 
Boardman told the Associated Press 
correspondent. "It was a fine trip." 


Fly Over Alps. 


"The hardest part of the trip was 
last night, flying over the Alps," he 
said. 
- "The Atlantic passag* was fine, 
with no bad winds or Trorms, but 
it was very foggy. 
We saw the 


water only once, near Newfound- 
land. 
After that the fog was so 


heavy we never caught a glimpse of 
the ocean."

65,000.000 bushel wheat crop for Ne- 
braska, estimated by A. EL Anderson, 
federal and state statisician- The 
college of agriculture professor says 
farmers and feeders realize that 
•wheat is just as efficient as corn 
as a livestock feed and if the mar- 
gin between com and •wheat 3s ten 
cents or more, they are going to feed 
the wheat in nrefereace to corn. 
Reports from terminal elevators 


indicate that shipments of the 1931 
wheat crop to market are relatively 
light. Most farmers are holding the 
grain on their farms in hopes of re- 
ceiving higher prices for it this fall 
At the present time the farmers are 
refusing to sell the wheat and as a 
result the amount of the grain be- 
ing fed to livestock is not so great 
now. Prof. Gramlich points out. 
If corn gets rainfall soon, the 
price of corn vcmld probably be 
quite in line with •wheat prices 
which would uroent- some farmers 
from feeding -vheat. Prof. Gramlich 
says. However, if the general rain- 
l fall does not come soon, the 1931 
icrop will be cut tremendously and 
; the price •will probably rise, increas- 
ing the jnaraln between wnsat and 
corn prices. This would tend to en- 
courage wheat feeding. 


Gramlich estimated last year thai 
over one-fourth of the Nebraska 
crop, 18,000.000 bushels, -was fed to 
livestock.

New Nebraska Schedule 


Will Go Into Effect 


August 1. 


Same Scale Will Apply 


To Both Wheat 


And Corn. 


New distance tariff rates on car- 


load grain shipments in Nebraska, 
including rates from 34 "key points" 
over the state to Omaha on a slight- 
ly lower level than the regular scale, 
were announced by the state railway 
commission Thursday to take effect 
August 1. 
These rates will go into force at 
the same time as the general re- 
duced schedule for western territory 
which the interstate commerce com- 
mission has ordered. They are in- 
tended to supplement the federal 
commission's action by applying sub- 
stantially the same distance rates 
within the state as will govern be- 
tween points in different states. 
The Interstate commerce commis- 
sion designated 29 "key points" in 
Nebraska from which its rates will 
apply as a general basis. The state 
commission has added five others to 
the list, making 34 in all From these 
key points to Omaha the hauling 
charges will range from 90 to 93 per 
cent of the flat distance tariff. Rates 
from other points will be graded In 
t>etween them.

Discusses Railroads Request. 


Balis revealed that the applica- 
tion of the railreids for a 15 per 
cent increase on 1-eight rates has 
been used to advantage by those 
circulating petitions for the refer- 
endum on S. F. 33. "We are at- 
tempting to show that the rail- 
roads are not satisfied with the 
present rates while the commercial 
truckers have kept faith with their 
customers," he said. 
Lancaster county is not among 
the counties in which the necessary 
number of signers were obtained, 
because, Balis explained, counties 
farthest out in the state w^re can- 
vassed first. It was felt that a can- 
vass of the nearer counties could 
be made towards the end of the 
fight, he said.

"We have now over 2,100 signers 


of the necessary 2,500 to make the 
quota in this county and are con- 
fident Lancaster county will go 
over the top before the totals are 
all in Friday," he declared. 


Move Made for Protection. 


Beels dealt at length on the pur- 


pose of starting the referendum 
movement. "It is the only front on 
which the 58,000 truck owners of 
the state can battle against unjust 
and drastic legislative enactments." 
he said. "S. F. 33 provides a drastic 
increase in registration fees, we 
feel, for the reason that increased 
money is not needed to be obtained 
from truck owners as they are now 
paying over $3,500,000 to the state 
for use of the highways in the 
form of gas tax, registration fees 
and personal property tax. 
"The spectacle of 133 legislators 


sitting under railroad influence and 
passing such a bill as S. F. 33 is 
very unusual. It is known that a 
number of senators and r^presen- 
tatives voted for this bill on rec- 
ommendations of fellow legislators 
and not because of knowledge of 
its content or effect on truck oper- 
ators." 
Both Beels and Balis expressed 
their appreciation for the work, of 
the members of the motor truck 
association who obtained signatures 
in the state for the referendum.

Dirigible Back From Six- 


Day Arctic Trip; Did 


Not Go to Pole. 


BERLIN, July 30— OP) —Home 


from a six-day cruise into the Arc- 
tic, the Graf Zeppelin landed at 
Templehof airdrome at 6'38 p. m., 
today, (12:38 r>. m., E. S. T.) 


She had circled over the field 


eighteen minutes earlier, swung 
about for a. turn over Berlin, then 
flew to the airdrome 
A crowd of thousands cheered 


wildly as she setted down. A band 
burst into the national anthem. 
The forty-six men aboard, among 


them a number of scientists, in- 
cluding two Americans, had not 
set foot on land since the Graf 
stopped at Leningrad on the way 
to the north. 
One of the passengers said that 


the cruise did not take the Graf 
to the North Pole. 


BERLIN, July 30 — (INS) — The 
Graf Zeppelin, returning from the 
Arctic, passed over the free city of 
Danzig at 2-10 p m., f9:10 a. m., 
eastern daylight time). The airship 
is expected at the Templehof air- 
field this evening. 


Develops Engine Trouble. 


BERLIN, July 30— (INS)—With 


its exploration of the Arctic regions 
cut short by engine trouble, the 
huge German dirgible Graf Zep- 
pelin was on her way back to Ger- 
many today.

STUDY STARTED 


Green Declares Shorter 


Working Hours Only 


Solution. 


Payne Informs Hoover 


Red Cross Unable To 
Give Financial Aid.

The prolonged unemployment situa- 
tion today drew the close attention 
of the government, labor and relief 
organizations as prospects for jobs 
for the army of idle workmen in 
the coming winter appeared more 
remote. 


President Hoover has instituted 


a new study of the problem. It is 
designed to bring together the var- 
o-is activities 
of the numerous 


agencies dealing with the problems. 


Chairman Payne of the Red Cross 


conferred with the chief executive 
at the white house yesterday on the 
situation. Later, he said he be- 
lieved his visit was the beginning 
of a movement among relief organ- 
izations to,co-ordinate their efforts. 


While this conference was going 


on, a statement was issued by Presi- 
dent Green of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor predicting a worse 
unemployment situation next winter 
than last. A survey of 184 cities by 
the Natiinal Association of Com- 
munity Chests showed, 
he said, 
thai relief needs probably would be 
twice as great. 


Warns Against Dole. 


In this connection Payne conced- 


ed information on unemployment 
was not bright, but, he added, the 
states, counties and municipalities 
would have the responsibility of 
caring for the jobless. 


Asserting there was no possible 


reason for the federal government 
to be called upon at present, the 
Red Cross official warned against 
the dole system 
as practiced in 


England and Germany. 


All 
the 
federal 
government 


agencies, the states, counties and 
municipalities were working toward 
the same objective, Pavne said. He 
added the new Hoover movement 
would more closely unite their ac- 
tivities. At the same time, he ex- 
plained, the Red Cross, under its 
unemployment relief work, but had 
Placed information on the subject 
before the president. 


In his statement. Green predicted

ANOTHER GLORIOUS 


AIR EXPLOIT. 


Two relatively unknown airmen—Russell Boardman 


and John Polando—wrote their names high in the 
skies when they flew from New York City to Con- 
stantinople in 49 hours and 20 minutes, establishing a 
new world's distance record for continuous flight. 


In traversing 5,039.5 miles of sea and land, over fog- 


swept oceans and rugged mountain passes, the two 
Intrepid airmen gave a most convincing demonstra- 
tion. For forty-nine hours they were lost to the 
world. In all of their long journey they were sight- 
ed but once, and then Identification was distinctly 
hazy. They were In the skies for such a long period 
of time considerable fears were entertained for their 
safety. 


The nearest approach to Boardman's and Polando's 


achievement came two years ago when those two 
splendid French fliers, Cdste and Bellonte flew from 
Paris to Coudart, China, a distance of 4,912.79 miles. 
They started on the morning of September 27, 1929 
and came to earth in the early hours of September 
29. But Coste and his associate for the most part 
were flying over land, where the hazard is not count- 
ed as great as it Is in oceanic air travel. They were 
covering familiar and well known routes, where a 
forced land occasioned by engine trouble or any other 
mishap which might befell their plane, was not as 
fraught with danger as in the instance of the two 
young Americans. 


Engineering science is entitled to the credit for the 


amazing strides which have provided a continuous 
thrill for an entire world. When Lindbergh took off 
for his trail-blazing flight from New York to Paris, 
it was with difficulty he got his heavily loaded plane, 
of which he was the sole occupant, into the air. He 
carried only slightly more than half the gasoline 
which Russell and Boardman loaded into their ship 
before starting for Constantinople. As it was the 
small group of spectators at thesflyjng field to watch 
the American Eagle set forth oil'-iils historic flight 
held its breath when his plane barely skimmed over 
a line of telegraph wires set to the north end of the 
runway. 


Yet Boardman and Polando encountered no trouble 


in getting a ship which carried two men and 720 gal- 
lons of gasoline and ample" oil into the air. That is 
the full measure of the Increased efficiency and pow- 
er which characterizes engine construction today. The 
facts furnish ample foundation for the belief that 
within" a comparatively short period of time, an air- 
plane powerful enough to carry sufficient fuel and oil, 
provisions, and a complete crew to encircle the earth 
will be developed. 


What will that mean to civilization? 
It will certainly revolutionize habits of living. When 


that day arrives, space will virtually have been an- 
nihilated, and the world will be brought together in 
a relationship which will furnish the strongest argu- 
ment for peace and the abandonment of the old 
competitive race 'of armament. It has been pointed 
out repeatedly that a squadron of airships equipped 
with gas could wipe out entire populations within a 
short period of time. For the most part the assertions 
made by qualified experts have been given but casual 
and superficial attention by the masses In all coun- 
tries. The repeated additions of distance wu flying 
time to airplanes, and the large number of successful 
conquests of the Atlantic during the present season, 
means simply that engineering genius has removed a 
great deal of the danger and the improbability of war 
forces crossing ocean lanes to launch an unsuspected 
attack upon other countries. We shall have a need 
for a concerted peace program such as has never 
existed heretofore. 


Likewise in the ordinary peaceful pursuits of life, 


the events now taking place in the air portend a 
greatly altered world. Business will undergo read- 
justment and the individual life of people will change. 


For the time being it is enough to applaud the 


glorious flight which two young men completed. They 
deserve high ranMnp among: the list of air heroes. 


suit the needs of Lincoln shippers and passengers, so 
far as possible. 


Cordial relations between a community nnd its 


business elements are a mutual asset. In the case of 
Lincoln and the Burlington, ;nere are the best of 
reasons why pleasant relations should exist.

gable, the railroads will Iways be needed. Nebraska 
could not get along without any of these 
efficient 


sen-ants, and their prosperity is bound up with triat 
of the people of the state. 


MR. PAYNE TALKS AGAIN. 


Chairman Payne of the Red Cross seems to have 


remarkable ability of saying things In the wrong way. 
He can phrase a statement which is harmless and 
non-controversial in such a manner that it will please 
nobody but himself. 


Mr. Payne's art rises to its highest • achievements 


after he Is "inspired" by a conference with President 
Hoover. This was evidenced last fall when Mr. Payne, 
immediately following an interview with the presi- 
dent, discussed the drouth situation. Even those who 
agreed with the Red Cross chairman that the situa- 
tion was one which did not call for federal appro- 
priations were displeased with his comment. The 
stand he took was sound and in keeping with Red 
Cross policies but his statements certainly didn't open 
any private purses for the benefit of the drouth suf- 
ferers. 


Yesterday Mr. Payne conferred with the president 


again. This time he discussed the unemployment 
situation. Following the conference, Mr. Payne let 
loose a few more of his comments which get under 
the skin of most people. 


Reports on the unemployment situation are not 


alarming but they are not bright was the way he 
summed up present-day conditions. What a delicate 
way to hint that there are 5,200,000 workers idle in 
Jnly—this figure being the one given out by the 
American Federation of Labor. One is forced to 
agree with Mr. Payne that the reports are not ex- 
actly bright. 


While Mr. Payne doesn't present the facts on un- 


employment frankly and fully, he's almost brutally 
candid when he talks about what will be done to 
relieve suffering among the jobless and their de- 
pendents this winter. He dismisses the Red Cross by 
declaring that under its charter it does not deal with 
unemployment. It is true that the Red Cross cannot 
solve this problem and must continue to serve as a. 
relief organization in times of unforeseen accidents 
and disasters but Mr. Payne's attitude Indicates ilt- 
tle of sympathy and compassion that might be ex- 
pected from the leader of a national humanitarian or- 
ganization. 


Mr. Payne's principal concern appears to be to ab- 


solve the federal government of any responsibility 
in the unemployment mess. There is no possible 
reason why the federal government should be called 
upon, he declared. "The burden of unemployment 
falls on the local community first, "he says, "It is the 
primary "duty of the state, county and municipality 
to bear the burden of unemployment." 


The local communities have been recognizing their 


responsibility. Some of them can see the probability 
that they will be unable to meet the increasing de- 
mands which are much heavier in certain parts of the 
country than in others. Therefore it isn't with any 
great feeling of appreciation that they hear Payne's 
declaration, made immediately following a conference 
with the president. 


Then, too, Mr. Payne adds a warning against the 


dole system as practiced' in England and Germany. 
This warning seems to be rather unnecessary from 
Mr. Payne, speaking as chairman of the Red Cross. 
There is by no means unanimity Of opinion as to the 
merits of some kind of a dole or unemployment in- 
surance system. Certainly it would appear that this 
question can be decided without any pressure exerted 
by Mr. Payne.

UNFAIR TAXATION METHODS.- 


• Belleville Is another Kansas city which has elimi- 
nated the tax levy for general purposes, taking the 
money earned by its water and light department for 
the maintenance of municipal activities. The only 
levy that is to be made is for the interest and bond 
sinking funds. 


The news story telling of the action o'f the city 


commissioners states thrtt some citizens favored allow- 
ing last year's levies to stand and reducing the water 
and light rates, but their arguments were unavailing. 
That the citize'ns who favored making a levy were 
right will be agreed to by almost all students of muni- 
cipal economics. For the action that has been taken 
is not only unfair and Inequitable; it is unsound 
economically. 


It is not just to place the entire burden of sup- 


porting the city upon those who purchase water and 
current from the municipal plant, for by pursuing 
such a course enterprise and energy are taxed, while 
a premium is placed upon lethargy and indolence. 
The man who carries on a large t-usiness, employing 
numerous people, attracting trade to Belleville and in- 
creasing the value of all property, uses much water 
and light and thereby enriches the man who owns 
rsalty, but who uses no water or current. 


This man who escapes all taxes and reaps where 


others sow, may not be even a resident of Belleville, 
but receive a large income from that city. He may 
own houses occupied by working men with large 
families, who use water and electricity and these pay 
the taxes which he should be required to pay. 


The people who use water and power pay for po- 


licing, lighting and protecting from fire the property 
of the non-taxpayer who enjoys the income there- 
from, a most unjust and inequitable situation. 


Municipal utility plants are not supposedly main- 


tained for such purposes as these, but to furnish 
residents of the cities with service at the loTest .xw- 
sible price, at the same time putting aside deprecia- 
tion and replacement funds such as are accumulated 
by private corporations. Is is not surprising that 
some people should clamor for tax exemption at the 
expense of the utility, but it. rather astonishing that 
officials charged with the administration of the af- 
fairs of a municipality should acquiesce is such a pro- 
posal. 


KANSAS ADOPTS 


That is cheering news which comes out of Kansas. 


In the central western sections, where roost of the 
wheat is raised, reports indicate that fanners will' 
pZant a large portion of their land to Sudan grass 
and other Iced crops, 


Instead of increasing the acreage for 1932, the 


preliminary surveys reveal a very sharp cut. Scores 
of farmers will net plant any -wheat, reports say. 


There 3s an excellent opportunity for diversifica- 


tion in Kansas. Until five years a?o. the state was 
one of the largest producers of alfalfa in the country. 
but since then, nearly 3.000.000 acres devoted to the 
raising o' alfalfa, have been plowed up and pTai5t<ed to 
•wheat. The situation became so serious that the 
secretary of the state board of agriculture issued a 
Irantic appeal lor Kansas farmers to plant alfalfa, 
His plea went unheeded until now. But with wheat 
serins for 2£ cents per bushel, the farmers are in a 
much saore* tractable mood. Kansas will produce a 
much 3sr_rer crop of alfalfa, Sudan jrass, and rough- 
age than she has 5n recent years.

QUESTION. 
Indianapolis, Ind. 


In our mental imagery of God, 


heaven, etc., we of necessity must 
use certain childish pictures that 
are of a physical nature. Shall we 
teach these ideas to our children? 


ANSWER. 


It is a basic principle of educa- 


tion that the subject taught must 
be adapted to the pupil's mind. 
Adults can usually get along with 
abstract 
conceptions. 
But 
even 
they prefer to give "a local habita- 
tion and a name" to such concep- 
tions. You probably recall Christ's 
preference for 
Illustrations/ and 
stories through which He conveyed 
his sublimest truths in simplest 
forms. 


Since a child is naturally realistic, 


he wants the 
concrete and the 


tngible. He asks you to tell him 
what Gor or heaven is like. He de- 
mands descriptions he can under- 
stand^ and wise instructors answer 
him in terms suited to his receptive 
ability. They inform him that God 
is very strong, tender, true and 
good; that He loves every one and 
especially children, and cares for 
them just as Ihelr parents do. Or 
again, that heaven is more beauti- 
ful than the most beautiful place 
he ever saw. 


The normal youngster centers his 
iv^d imagination on such replies as 
these and adds to them in various 
ways. As he grows up some infantile 
ideas will inevitably disappear. But 
the nubstance of the matter will re- 
main, and the better your analogies 
are the more permanent they will 
prove.. It is a familiar fact that in 
their final phase men and women 
turn with relief arjd gratitude to the 
salutary guidance they got as chil- 
dren from spiritually minded par- 
ents.

Take a long holiday. Jesus was a 
tireless worker, but He retired to 
the mountains to pray, and also 
told His disciples to "go apart" and 
rest awhile." Obey your captain's 
orders and you will return heart- 
ened'for the task. You know bet- 
ter than most of us Ifeat while new 
housing sanitation and cleanliness 
are important essentials for IBe 
slum, its vital need is regenerated 
human beings. As it is, romance is 
often found in drab streets and 
dirty tenements. There 
quixotic 


unselfish or compelling humor exist 
side by side with desperate villianl 
or suicidal mania. 


Jacob Riis well knew the slum of 
his time, and he said that even its 
meanest alleys took care of their 
own. Quite so! And one may add 
that if the generosity of the rich 
equalled in proportion that of the 
poor we should hear far fewer com- 
plaints about mothers and children 
dying of hunger, or of diseases due 
to filthy surroundings. 


Commander Kvangeline Booth Is 
familiar with the slums of London 


and New York. In speaking of & 
parish such as yours she said: "We 
seek God in churches. We seek God 
in music. We seek' God hi art, in 
science, in the flowers of the field, 
the clouds of the sky, the waves 
of the sea, the tiee of the forest, 
the song of the birds, and the glor- 
ies of the mountain, the sun and the 
stars.

ANSWER 


In this apparent failure of reli- 


gious feeling self examination will 
help you to discover why the change 
occurred, and also to get back to a 
normal condition. After all, faith is 
as natural as breathing and as nec- 
cessary for the soul as air is for the 
body. Its'exercise may be difficult, 
but to abandon it only lands you in 
infinitely more difficulty: Your ex- 
perience shows, I think, that when 
you surrendered your will to believe 
the problems you faced did not van- 
ish. On the contrary they multi- 
plied. You cannot reduce religion to 
nothingness and delusion. Psychol- 
ogists who endeavor to do so by tell- 
ing us that it is a mistaken attitude 
of the mind which must be correct- 
ed only make confusion worse con- 
founded. 


I therefore advise wou to write 


out for your own clarification just 
what you believe. Begin with your 
convictions and justice, truth, 
beauty, goodness and the values of 
life in personal purity and example. 
Add to these affirmations, if any, 
about God, the soul, and its exis- 
tence beyond bodily death. 


Then ponder what you have set 
down. I am confident you will find 
you still have a large measure of 
faith, and that you Instinctively 
trefer the mialitles that differenti- 
ate men and women from the brute 
creation, thus endowing them with 
immeasurable capacities for moral 
develonment. If any sin you have 
committed clouds your heart and 
blots out its vision of life's spriitu- 
alities. I urge you not to approach 
your condition from that" angle. 
Tackle it by asking vourself. what 
is the greatest good life has for me? 
The situation will improve the mo- 
ment you face the essential charac- 
teristics of .religion. Your apprecia- 
tion of these will 'demonstrate that 
you are nearer God's Kingdom than 
you think, and that you may enter 
into its peace and blessedness.

"Among nations as among men, 


ideals have a better chance when 
we are poor. The tide of colonial 
expansion militated against har- 
mony among nations.

Recalls Blasting 
'LITTLE CHANGE 


Confederate Fort 
Just 67 Years Ago 
After tunneling from temporary 


headquarters at "Fort Damnation" 
to the confederate "Fort Hell" a 
quarter of a mile away, union sol- 
diers— among them Jerry Wilhelm. 
Lincoln veteran—placed 20 tons of 
black powder directly under 
the 


southerners' blocade, ignited it. and 
watched the enemy quarters burst 
into flames just sixty-seven years 
ago todays 
Vividly recalling the battle which 


followed in the vicinity of Peters- 
burg, 30 miles east of Richmond, Va 
Mr. Wilhelm Thursday told how the 
confederates turned apparent de- 
feat into victory and drove back the 
union forces decisively on that 
memorable day, July 30, 1864. 


With their camps pitched within 


rifle shot of each other, neither 
union nor confederate soldiers en- 
gaged in more than a few skirm- 
shes until the fort was blasted. Be- 
fore that they would often shout 
across the 
diminutive "no man's 


and" at one another. 
While the union's attempted coup 
, drive back the confederates by 
blowing up the fort failed miserably 
due to misunderstandings among 
the northern troops, the southern 
soldiers became embittered toward 
their northern neighbors through- 
out the rest of the campaign. 
About 300 confederate soldiers 


perished when the fort was ignited. 
But nearly 3,000 union "johnnies" 
were killed in the 
forced 
retreat 


which followed 
when they were 


caught 
between the 
crossfire of 


southern troops in dashing back to

The two pilots set the time of 
their trans-Atlantic flight at exact- 
ly thirty-two hours. 


"It wouldn't vary a minute." said 
Pangborn. "We estimated the dis- 
tance at about 3,150 miles. ' 
Bothered by Fog. 


"We wouldn't have had to land 


if it hadn't been for the fog. We 
were unable to tell exactly where 
we were, although we knew just 
about the location, so we came 
down. 


"In order to get above the fog 


we had to fly at about 14,000 feet 
most of the way." 
Pangborn explained that they had 


the wind with them during muctt 
of the crossing. 


The lap of their flight from Car- 
digan to Croydon was made in al- 
most exacUy two hours, a tail wind 
helping them. 
The plane circled Croydon once 


before it nosed down onto the field 
and taxied toward the hangar for 
refueling. 


The fliers' first landing on this 


side of the Atlantic was made at 
Moylegrove. Wales, five miles south- 
west of Cardigan. 
''That farmer sure was surprised 


•when we told him who we were 
and where we came from." said 
Pangborn. "We could hardly maxe 
him believe us at all. 


Apolize to Farmer. 


"We apologized for having landed 
in his field, but he said that was 
all right and did everything he 
could to help us. 


"We were taken to 
the Black 


Lion inn at Cardigan to spend the 
night and gave orders to be called 
at 5 o'clock so we could set an 
early start. Both of us believe we 
can beat the Post-Gatty record 
and we are out to do it." 


Although the landing near Cardi- 


gan was ~made on -a hazardous hill- 
side the red monoplane was un- 
dampced. 
There was gasoline in 
the tanks for at least another eight 
hours journey, the pilots said. 


While the two men slept at the 
Cardigan inn. thousands arrived in 
the dark from miles around to see 
the plane- 


safety. 
'Uncle Jerry" 
Wilhelm, now 88 


years old, has been in charge of the 
state senate for the past several 
years.

Links said today. "It seems that Ne- 
braska league rules are 
enforced 


asamst the Links, but when the 
Grand Island club is involved the 
Irague authonties merely twirl their 
thumbs 
"The specific comolamt by Man-j 


nger Nunamaker and mjself is that 
Grand Island used 16 players during 
the greater part of the month of 
June, when the rule permits only 14 
men on any club. During the same 
period, we had Players Ogorek and 
Rohde on the injured list Manager 
Nunamaker asked the right to sus- 
pend the injured players and take 
DH new ones for the time being, but 
League President Russell Informed 
him that the rule of the league 
would not permit it.

the pen, but that is easy to under- 
stand. We wouldn't have had this 
panic if the government had been 
running all the banks, and if the 
government had done away with the 
gambling board of trade and the 
stock exchange. I don't believe any- 
one can deny it. 


Now comes Mr. Earl's second ar- 


ticle. He started out that limita- 
tion of wealth is a big problem. He 
says no one is to be the owner of 
more than $50,000, except $20,000 
in value for a home. He could go 
in the chicken business with that 
amount on a fawly large scale but 
it is already overdone. 


Second, no one is to own more 
than 100 acres of land. Third, all 
surplus wealth and land is to be 
forfeited to the government. He 
then says we have provided what 
will bring immediate prosperity. 
That might work in Russia but not 
in our grand old U. S. A. 


Now, Mr. Earl, I have read your 


articles with some pleasure' and 
some curiosity. I will now give my 
views as to what I think would 
bring prosperity to the U. S. A. 
It would be all right for the gov- 


ernment to handle the banks. I 
have stated in a former article no 
bank should be allowed to do busi- 
ness in the United States that did 
not guarantee its depositors. Even 
Uncle Sam won't trust them without 
an O. K. stamped on every dollar. 
I guess he thinks us hayseeds don't 
need it. As Andy says, "Oh, my!" 
First, do away witlr-the gambling 


board of trade, then the gambling 
stock exchange or stock market as 
it is called. Then every man, white 
or black, yellow or red that has a 
net income of ten million dollars 
and over, place the income tax at 
80 per cent; from eight millions to 
10 millions, 75 per 
cent; five to 
eight millions, 70 per cent; and from 
one to five millions, 65 per cent; 
from $100,000 to $500,000 at 50 per 
cent; $75,000 to $100,000 at 40 per

God took away 
part of Elias* kingdom because he 
did not look after his own children 
Fourth, set a price on wheat at 
Kansas City of $1.25 per bushel; 
corn 75 cents; cotton at Galveston, 
20 cents for middling; other things 
will take care of themselves. Allow 
no one to put out more than 400 
acres of wheat or 300 acres of corn 
and 100' acres of cotton. If they put 
more than that, banks to withhold 
financial help; that would bring 
them to time'in a legal way. 


Government banks would charge 


varying interest, the man with ten 
million net income, 10 per cent;

lions, 8 per cent; one to three mil-

The Governor's Reason. 
HAVELOCK, Neb., July 21. 


To the editor of The ^.incoto Star: 
As a rule the newspapers are to be 
highly commended for their correct 
statement of facts in giving the 
news, and generally for their fair 
conclusions drawn from the facts. 
But in one particular I wish to 
correct a grave mistake made by 
most newspapers in commenting on 
Governor Bryan's reasons for veto- 
ing H. R. 415, the dairy control bill. 
It is true their deductions are 


drawn from the governor's veto 
message of May 7; but that docu- 
ment is plainly a smoke screen to 
cover the real reason, and I feel im- 
pelled to reveal it. 
In that veto message Governor 
Bryan "deeply" regrets that coupled 
with the present rules of the de- 
partment of 
agriculture 
(which 
could properly be enacted into law) 
is "a plan which would change the 
well established form of government 
In Nebraska" because it "attempts 
to confer executive powers on sub- 
ordinates' in the department of agri- 
culture.'' 
No! That was not the reason. 


The governor and his high-powered 
private secretary well know that 
only administrative powers and acts

were expected of the dairy commis- 
sioner and his staff. 


In the oninion of Governor Bryan, 


H. R. 415 "is clearly unconstitu- 
tional." Well, we pay seven supreme 
judges each as big a salary as the 
governor draws down for telling us 
in a judicial way what laws are and 
what are not constitutional—and 
Governor Bryan well knows the un- 
constitutionality of the act was not 
his real reason for the veto. 


Another alleged reason is that the 
bill reouires tile arnointment of a 
dairy commissioner in a perfectly 
outrageous manner: The secretary 
of agriculture presents the name of 
a qualified man to the governor, 
who "shall appoint him dairy com- 
missioner." This heretofore unheard 
of method of procedure Inspired the 
governor and his high-powered pri- 
vate secretary to exclaim: "It will 
be noted that the chief executive of 
the state, in whom the constitution 
fixes the responsibility to see that 
an efficient and economical govern- 
ment is maintained ... is limited 
to the recommendation of his sub- 
ordinate. 
Couldn't refrain from making a 
stump speech even in a simple little 
veto message. The constitution says 
nothing about "efficient and eco- 
nomical government" But that 
wasn't the reason for the veto. The 
governor could not be moved, much 
less limited, by the recommenda- 
tions of 'any of his subordinates, 
any time, any place, under any 
statute, constitutional or otherwise. 
It is not for nothing he has been 
likened to the premier of Italy, for 
Governor Bryan is the outstanding 
detail man of all America. None 
of his higher subordinates have any 
voice whatever in the conduct of 
their so-called departments. Bryan 
is the big shot," the whole cheese. 
There was not then and there is 


not now a secretary of agriculture, 
and the agent who occupies the so- 
called position of "deputy-secretary" 
has nothing whatever to do except 
draw his honorarium" 
monthly. 
Bryan does all the work. But the 
lack of a secretary of agriculture 
•was not the governor's reason for 
vetoing H. B. 415. Far from it. 
Hasn't the governor repeatedly as- 
sured the public that he is it-4he 
responsible, 
acting and efficient 
head of all the departments? Not 
only is it but has it\ even more 
abundantly than a certain movie 
actress. And couldn't he select a 
dairy commissioner for himself to 
appoint? 
No! That was not the 
real reason for the veto—merely one 
of many excuses. 
One reason that does not appear 


in the veto message was told to me 
at the close of the special session 
by George -OTMalley, democratic 
floor leader in the house. The gov- 
ernor told OTMalley, according to 
OTJalley s story, that he vetoed H. 
R. 415 because some of the intro- 
ducers had been fighting the gov- 
ernor's bills. Whether it was Klop- 
ping, Clark. Gushing. Jensen, Binr 
field, Heffernan or Sorensen (who 
with O"Malley were introducers of 


the bill) who had Incurred the gov- 
ernor's displeasure and had a debit 
balance in the governor's political 
ledger • is not known, or who got 
paid for "disloyalty" in «uch a petty 
way.But I know that that was not the 
reason for the veto. 
The real reason can be told In 


two words: Tom Allen. 
The Honorable Thomas S. Allen. 
brother-in-law 
6f 
the 
governor, 


chairman of the democratic state 
central committee, and Bryan's cam- 
paign manager and political go- 
between, represented the opposition 
to the bill. 
That tells the story of the veto. 
The senate amendments were ac- 


cepted by the house and the bill 
passed by about 77 votes on Thurs- 
day, if my memory serves me aright. 
Most of the members not voting 
were absent. 
The legislature ad- 


journed on the Saturday following, 
the 2nd day of May. H. R- 415 
carried both the emergency and the 
saving clause, the former requiring 
a two-thirds vote and ample to 
override a veto. Governor Bryan, 
even With his multitudinous and 
multifarious duties, had plenty of 
time to veto H. R. 415 and return 
it to the house before adjournment. 


I demand that Governor Bryan 


or State Chairman Allen, either or 
both, answer this. I. W. JACOBY.
